ANUAL TRAINING 


T. E. Rhodes Discusses this Problem 
and the Industrial Environment 
in the Schools of Today 


One peculiar inconsistency in the 
present age of education is the intro- 
duction of manual training in our 
public. schools. “Every age is char- 
acterized by its particular craze. The 
present craze is for education unlim- 
ited and injudicious.” Whether this 
is the result of a demand or mere 
sentimentalism it will be well for the 
public to investigate. In the present 
changed and changing industrial en- 
vironment there seems to be no ra- 
tional warrant for its introduction. 
The age of long apprenticeship has 
ceased with the disappearance of 
trades or crafts: We are living in 
an age of formative machinery, tools, 
and processes; an age of extreme 
sub-division of labor, in which the 
laborer makes “but an_ infinitesimal 
part of something;” an age in which 
the trained hand and eye is a dimin- 
ishing factor in production; an age 
in which the laborer, so to speak, has 
only to press the button while har- 
nessed natural forces do the work; 
an age in which capital is major and 
labor minor factors in the develop- 
ment of our natural resources for the 
gratification of human wants and 
human desires; an age in which 
everything soon becomes antiquated. 
Lhe future age will be marked by a 
still greater diminution in the de- 
mand for skilled muscular and visual 
energy. The question in the future 
for the laboring classes will not be 
one of how, but one of employment, 
that is, opportunity to be employed. 

Sentimentalism is greatly respon- 
sible for the introduction of manual 
training in our public schools, It 
emanates from the growing sympa- 
thy towards the laboring classes. 
Something must be done to amelior- 
ate their conditions. Somebody has 
observed that, in the comparatively 
remote past, wage was in some de- 
gree regulated by manual skill, and, 
therefore, inferred that to alleviate 
the industrial workers’ condition we 
must teach manual—training in our 
public schools. Unmindful of the fact 
that in the past, (and in a greater 
degree in the present and the future), 
there was always a gteater demand 
for unskilled labor than skilled man- 
ual labor; unmindful of the fact that 
unskilled labor, as well as skilled la- 
bor, is an essential factor ‘in all in- 
dustrial activities; unmindful of the 
fact that the how is potentially em- 
bodied in tools, machines, and proc- 
esses, and not in the hands; unmind- 
ful of the fact that there is in the 
average human being sufficient in- 
nate skill to adjust himself to the 
minute part he will have to perform 
in the great mill of production; and 
also unmindful of the truth that “each 
nature is a bundle of potentialities of 
which only some are allowed by the 
conditions to become actualities.” 
“No degree of skill,” says F, H. Gid- 
dings, “enterprise, or assiduity could 
have enabled the handicraftsmen to 
hold their own in competition with 
power machinery and the steam en- 
gine.” 

The amelioration of the industrial 
classes is not a question of manual 
skill, but a question of character, in- 
telligence, and wage. While machin- 
ery has been reducing the manual 
skill required down to one common 
level, the relative distribution of 
wages has remained almost station- 
ary. Although wages have greatly 
increased, in a parallel direction, they 
have not been on the recognition or 
on the basis of present manual skill. 
If, by some process of redistribution 
of wages, the extreme lower wage 
positions could be elevated to a min- 
imum of six dollars per week instead 
of at present, three dollars, there 
would be a greater amelioration of 
the industrial workers than all man- 
ual training could accomplish in a cen- 
tury. The relative dimensions of 
poverty would be somewhat con- 
tracted, and the misery somewhat 
alleviated, but poverty would not dis- 
appear. i 

The relative difference of wages is 
too great. Contraction is necessary 
by the raising of the lower wage po- 
sitions toward the average wage, 
which is in Massachusetts about five 
hundred dollars per year. About fif- 
teen per cent of the industrial work- 
ers in Massachusetts receive under 
six dollars per week, about sixteen 
per cent receive fifteen dollars and 
over per week, and about four to five 
per cent receive twenty dollars and 
over. The ratio of partners and 
stockholders to industrial workers in 
Massachusetts is about one to eight. 
If the partners, stockholders and high 
wage workers would voluntarily ad- 
just their profits and: wages so that 
they would contribute to the eleva- 
tion of the lower wage positions, 
what a noble work would be accom- 
plished! But the mere suggestion 
would meet with derision. And if 
the employers, at the expense of the 
consumer, should raise the. lower 
wage positions to a minimum of six 
dollars, all the higher wage earners 
would demand an equivalent raise, 
and the relative distribution of wages 
and poverty would remain the same. 

Desire being the impelling force of 
all activities, it must follow that if 
the intensity of the desire, or the de- 
mand, or the necessity was sufficient 
to warrant the adoption of manual 
training at all, it would have been, 
before now, an adjunct to our indus- 
trial institutions, or the work of in- 
dividual enterprise. Commercial ed- 
ucation is a glowing example of in- 
dividual enterprise when a want is 
sufficiently persistent to warrant its 
supply. : : 

One of the prohibitive principles 
of our government is class legisla- 
tion. Direct vocational education, 
born by taxation, is a striking anal- 
ogy. Public education should be 
general not special, should strive to 
elevate the national character, intel- 
ligence, and consciousness, To do 
this, public educators have a task 
worthy of the greatest intellect of our 
country. 

Mr. P. W. Searsh in his “An Ideal 
School” says: “Education is the evo- 
lution of the ego in response to en- 
vironment.” Very good! But what 
is the constitution of the environ- 
ment, is it Mediaeval, or twentieth 
century? 


Is it the age of handi-| 


r " i < Nic sar 
crafts or the age of highly developed 
machinery? Mr. G. H. Martin in his 
address on “Industrial Education and 
the Public Schools,” says: “J. S. 
Mills” shoemaker having been taught 
somehow to make shoes, was to be 
made an intelligent shoemaker by 
education, But supposing he had 
never been taught to make shoes, 
what would his education have done 
for him? It might have made him 
an intelligent man, and then where 
should his living come from?” The 
above species of argument, suppos- 
ing impossible situations, has no data 
to warrant its use. But it is surpris- 
ing how even ‘educated persons fail 
to observe its absurdity, It is as im- 
possible for intellectual .activities to 
precede activities of sustentation as 
it is for the nervous system to exist 
without the organs of nutrition and 
circulation, He further says: “While 
the schools have been trying to make 
shoemakers intelligent, nobody has 
made them shoemakers at all.” The 
contradiction in the above statement 
is. obvious. We have our shoemak- 
ers, whether he be a man or a ma- 
chine, and we have our shoes, and 
a greater diversity of styles, qualities, 


the history of shoes. And he goes 
on. to say::“There are no slaves or 
serfs to perform the homely duties 
of domestic life and to carry on the 
productive industries, no guilds with 
their apprentice systems, no fathers 
and mothers and masters to initiate 
the young into the work by which 
they must earn their living.” But 
why are these beautiful and conveni- 
ent conditions Geplenks for the pres- 
ent? Because of their uselessness. 
They died of atrophy. He tells us 
not to take the above statement “too 
literally.” “It is intended for a gen- 
eralization.” But why make them at 
all? He goes on to say: “We are 
still fed and clothed and sheltered, 
better perhaps than any other people 
have ever been. There is no occa- 
sion to become hysterical, but only 
to discover the drift of the current 
and take precautions.” The precau- 
tion that the American public should 
take is to see that they do not drift 
on the current of senimental pessim- 
ism, which seems to be possessing 
so many of our educators. Evolu- 
tion still develops and withers struct- 
ures and functions, and the world 
moves on, “deceiving itself with 
dreams” “and wasting its resources 
on” fruitless “undertakings.” 

Manual training is not a progres- 
sive necessity, that is, not essential 
to continued progress; does not “re- 
spond to environment.” Manual 
training implies old-fashioned and 
laborious methods suitable to past 
ages. The principle of elimination, 
“the use of disuse,” operates in in- 
dustrial activities by diminishing the 
necessity of manual skill, and, there- 
fore, it would seem, diminishes the 
necessity of manual training. But 
some of our educators in this case, 
like in the case of the dead languages, 
seem to place more importance on 
it than before, and claiming for it 
an educational principle, which if de- 
veloped, will result in the ameliora- 
tion of the industrial classes. If it 
was’ possible to make all our boys 
and. girls skilled craftsmen and 
craftswomen, only a very few, under 
any conditions, could utilize. their 
ability. 

History proves that necessity is 
the mother of invention, the initia- 
tive, and, when accompanied with re- 
sponsibility, a stimulus of efficiency, 
and the impelling force that deter- 
mines the demand and supply. And 
the world has never lacked, when the 
environment was consistent, human 
skill and ingenuity to devise means 
to ends. 


Progress, as defined by Herbert 
Spencer, is “an increase of adapta- 
tion of man to his environment, that 
is, of his internal powers and wishes 
to his external lot and life.” Lord 
Macaulay tells us that, “in every ex- 
erimental science there is a_ tend- 
ency towards perfection. In every 
human being there is a tendency to 
ameliorate his condition; and these 
two principles operating everywhere 
and always, might well have been ex- 
pected to carry mankind rapidly for- 
ward.” Industrial progress is the 
obtaining the maximum of results 
from the minimum of human effort 
and capital. The most potent factors 
in industrial progress are the espe- 
cially endowed individuals (who may 
or may not be skilled craftsmen), the 
labor-saving tools, machines, proc- 
esses, and the progressive subdivi- 
sion of labor. Progressive subdivi- 
sion of labor results in decreasing 
manual labor from - complexity to 
simplicity, or in other words, dimin- 
ishes the skill required. The prin- 
ciple underlying all these factors is 
the inexorable law of nature which is, 
that “the persistency of force always 
moves along the line of least resist- 
ence.” In the future, as in the past, 
this law, with its resultant factors, 
will ever tend to diminish the de- 
mand for skilled manual labor, and 
result, eventually, in reducing the 
laborer to a single tooth in the great 
cog-wheel- of production. 

The displacement of skilled manual 
labor finds a good illustration in the 
pin industry. In Adam Smith’s time, 
1775, pin-making was “divided into 
about eighteen distinct operations,” 
and performed by ten men who pro- 
duced “about 48,000 pins in a day.” 
“In 1888, a pin industry containing 
seventy machines tended by three 
men, and one machinist and a boy 
-helper, produced 7,500,000 pins per 
day.” A complete annihilation of 
manual skill. The nail, screw, tack 
and similar industries are analogous. 
The textile industries have practical- 
ly no demand for skilled manual la- 
bor. In Massachusetts they employ 
about thirty-five per cent of all in- 
dustries, and about fifty per cent are 
women and minors, which indicates 
the character of the labor demanded. 
The boot and shoe industries have 
changed in the last fifty years from the 
individual who made the entire prod- 
uct to the operative who makes less 
than one-hundreth part of a shoe. 
Machines make the entire shoe, This 
industry employs, in Massachusetts, 
fourteen per cent of all industries. 
In the manufacture of jewelry “one 
skilled workman, according to ante- 
machine methods, could make up 
| three dozen pairs of sleeve-buttons 
per day. One boy with a modern

Thus the skill which is evident by 
the gem-engraving of the Greeks and 
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machine can make up nine thousand 
pairs per day. Four girls can put 
together eight thousand collar-but- 
tons per day.” “Sixty years ago the 
tinman, whose occupation was mainly 
one of handicraft, was recognized as 
one of the leading and most skilled 
mechanics in every village, town, and 
city. His occupation has, however, 
now well-nigh passed away.” “The 
blacksmith no longer makes the nails, 
horse-shoes, nuts, bolts, and many 
other articles he uses. The carpenter 
does not make his doors, sash, 
blinds, mouldings, and many other 
products requiring skill.” All’ are 
now made by machines. “Ship-carv- 
ing, an industry or art which existed 
for centuries, entirely disappeared 
early in the nineteenth century.” 
“The introduction of machinery in 
agriculture has made the change in 
farm-work almost a revolution.” The 
transportation systems need but few 
skilled manual laborers. The com- 
mercial none. In the printing busi- 
ness machines and processes do won- 
ders. All along the line in every de- 
partment of production, this leveling 
down from skilled manual labor and 
leveling up from brute force labor 
continues. Well may Prince Kra- 
potkin say: “Skilled artisanship is 
swept away as a survival of a past 
which is condemned to disappear,” 
and that the workman makes but an 
“infinitisimal part of something.” 
Prof. Huxley observed twenty years 
ago that “The old apprenticeship sys- 
tem has broken down, partly by rea- 
son of the changed conditions of in- 
dustrial life, and partly because 
trades have ceased to be crafts.” 
“Men’s knowledge and control of the 
forces of nature have increased to 
such an extent in recent years that 
almost any given industrial result can 
be effected with much less of physi- 
cal effort than at any former period.” 
Machinery increases man’s power 
over nature and narrows the field for 
muscular exertion and mere. skill. 
“In so far as machinery lessens the 
need of muscular exertion and man- 
ual skill, it tends to diminish within 
the factory the differences in skill, 
reducing all to ome low-level.” And 
a potent factor in all this displace- 
ment of skilled manual labor is the 
“frequency of strikes and industrial 
revolts” which causes the employer 
“to use a tool wherever it is possible 
instead of a man.” I am indebted 
to most of the above quotations from 
“Recent Economic Changes” by D. 
A. Wells, L.L.D., D.C.L. 

The following quotation from W. 
H. Mallock’s ‘“‘Aristocracy and Evo- 
lution” is pertinent to the question 
and is worth a careful reading: 

“Tt is still more important to ob- 
serve that what is true of the arts 
is also true of the crafts, or, in other 
words, those kinds of manual work 
whose special characteristic is rare

But great artist-crafts- 
men being few in number, the beau- 
tiful objects they make by the crafts- 
man’s methods are few in number al- 
so, and are consequently obtainable 
by a few persons only; whilst the 
objects. inferior, but approximately 
similar to them, which the great man- 
ufacturer multiplies in indefinite 
quantities, are accessible to the many, 
who, under any social system, must 
either have these or have nothing of 
the kind at all. An artist craftsman, 
for example, such as the late Mr. 
William Morris, or a transcriber and 
illuminator in a mediaeval monastery, 
could produce a ,volume_ infinitely 
more beautiful than any product of 
the steam printing-press; but a book 
which methods of the manufacturer 
would admit being sold for sixpence 
might cost, if produced by the crafts- 
man, twice that number of pounds, 
and it is easy to see that, supposing 
a study of the Bible to be desirable, 
a village comprising four hundred 
and eighty families would be benefit- 
‘ed more by each family having:a six- 
penny Bible of its own than it would 
by the existence of one sumptuous 
copy chained to a desk in the village 
church or reading room.” 


“Rare manual skill, in short, does 
not promote progress, or help to 
maintain civilization at any given 
level, unless it can metamorphose it- 
self—as in many cases it can do by 
means of patterns or otherwise—in- 
to a series of orders which men who 
have less skill can execute, and thus 
affects communities not directly, but 
indirectly. So long as it resides in 
exertions of the craftsman’s hand, 
applied directly to each. commodity 
produced, it has on the progress of 
the arts generally no effect at all. 
The man or men who itivented the 
slide rest communicated a new paqwer 
to every one of the innumerable 
artisans now using it; but an artisan 
who should produce exceptionally 
accuracy and steadiness of his own 
hand, could no more add anything 
to the faculties of even one of his 
fellows than a beautiful woman can, 
by means of her own beauty, improve 
the eyes, nose, or hair of her plainer 
sisters. Material progress then, as 
has just been said. is so far from 
being dependent on the growth of 
rare manual skill that it takes placé 
in proportion as the necessity for 
such skill is eliminated.” . 

The following is from “Social Evo- 
lution” by Benjamin Kidd: “That 
the labourer has ceased to be aman 
as nature made him; and that, igno- 
rant of all else, he is only occupied 
with some small detail in the huge 
mill of industry. That even the 
skilled workman holds desperately to 
the small niche into which he has 
been fitted.” 

“The following story of Eastern 
magic might be almost regatded in 
the light of a purposely obscured old 
time phophecy: A certain man hav- 
ing great learning, obtained knowl- 
edge of an incantation whereby he 
could compel inanimate objects to 
work for him, commanded a stick to 
bring him water, The stick at once 
obeyed. But when water sufficient 
for the man’s necessities had been 
brought, and there was threatened 
danger of an over supply, he desired 
the -stick to stop working. Having, 
however, omitted to learn the words 
for revoking the incantation, the stick 
refused to obey. Thereupon the ma- 
gician in anger caught up an axe, 
and, with a view to diminish or de- 
stroy the power of the stick to per- 
form work, chopped it into several 
pieces; whereupon each piece imme- 
diately began to bring as much water 
as one had formerly done; and in the 
end not only the magician but the 
whole world was deluged and de- 
stroyed.” From “Recent Economic 
Changes,” 
“In conclusion, it may be remarked 
that the adoption of manual training 
in our public schools finds no war- 
rant in the evidence which industrial 
and material progress gives. The 
term skilled labor, today, has a very 
elastic application and may mean 
any kind of labor providing it is well 
done, and upon examination e 
would wonder where the skill ak 
But the term, generally, has refer- 
ence to that, kind of labor which has 
intelligence as an. essential factor in 
its efficient performance. 

Turning back the pages of social 
and industrial ‘evolution, we cannot 
help but be impressed by the ‘magni- 
tude of the results which human in- 
genuity has accomplished in the in- 
dustrial arts. The almost elimination 
of skilled manual labor, and the al- 
most displacement of that brute force 
labor which is required in the culti- 
vation of the soil, the constructive 
industries, and the extraction of raw 
materials from mother earth. Senti- 
mentalists may regret’ the disappear- 
ance of the ‘trades and handicrafts, 
the substitution of machines for the 
hands, but all their regrets and sym- 
pathies will never check industrial 
evolution one infinitesimal moment 


of time.

Crippen Planned Suicide on 
His Voyage to Quebse 


WROTE NOTE TO MISS LENEVE 


It Is Discovered by Dew, Who Pro- 
duces It In Court When the Pair Are 
Arraigned on Charge of Murdering 
Belle Elmore—Crippen Exonerates 
Woman In Conversation With In- 
spector—New Evidence Probable 


London, Aug. 30.—That Hawley H. 
Crippen, the American doctor, had 
planned to end his life by jumping 
overboard on his voyage to Quebec, 
was the sensational assertion made by 
Inspector Dew when Crippen and Miss 
Leneve were arraigned in Bow street 
court, charged witb murder. 

Dew said that he told Crippen that 
he must put him in handcuffs “as you 
have written that you intended jump- 
ing overboard.” 

To this Crippen replied: “I will not 
do that. My anxiety has been too 
awful.” 

Explaining his suspicion that the 
fugitives had planned to commit sui- 
cide, the inspector exhibited to the 
court a business card upon one side of 
which were the words: “P. Robinson 
& Co., Michigan. Presented by John 
E. Robinson.” _ 

This card was found among Crip- 
pen’s ts and on the back of it ap- 
parently in the doctor’s handwriting 
was the following: 

“I cannot stand the horror I go 
through every night any longer, and 
as I see nothing bright ahead and my 
journey {s coming to an end, I have 
made up my mind to jump overboard 
tonight. I know I have spoiled your 
life, but some day you may learn to 
forgive me. My last words are of 
love.” 

Dew also introduced a torn piece of 
a gard on which Crippen had written 
this question: “Shall we wait until 
tonight about 10 or 11? If not, what 
time?” 

Asking after Miss Leneve, Crippen 
said to the inspector: “I will do all ! 
can for her. It is only fair to say 
that she knows nothing about it. I 
never told her anything.” 

The witness said that in conversing 
with Captain Kendall of the Montrose 
Miss Leneve remarked that she had 
not seen a newspaper since she left 
London, and referring to the murder 
mystery added: 

“J know nothing about it.” To, the 
inspector the woman said: “I assure 
you I know nothing about it. I in- 
tended to write my sister when I got 
to Quebec.” 

When the warrant was read on ship- 
board, Miss Leneve wept, and becom- 
ing greatly agitated, fainted. 

The fact that both Crippen and Miss 
Leneve are accused of the murder of 
the actress wife of the doctor leads to 
the supposition that the mutilated 
body has been identified to the sat- 
{sfaction of the authorites. It also 
suggests that the police believe they 
have more evidence concerning Miss 
Leneve’s connection with the tragedy 
than they had made known hereto- 
fore. 

Monday’s proceedings consisted of 
the introduction of evidence against 
the accused, at the conclusion of 
which they were remanded until Sept. 
6 without having pleaded or made any 
comment in reply to the charge against 
them, 


NO TROUBLE EXPECTED 


Opinion That Korea Will Be Benefited 
by Annexation to Japan 

Seoul, Aug. 31.—The proclamation 
of the annexation of Korea by Japan 
was made public without ceremony. 
It was quietly received by the popu- 
lace, the news already having been 
discounted. No fear is expressed that 
disturbances will follow. 

The missionaries express no doubt 
that the annexation will be well re- 
ceived throughout the country and 
that the natives will be given good 
treatment by the Japanese.

AN ATTACK ON CHOATE 


Petition to Have Him Expelled From 
American Bar Association 

Chattanooga, Sept. 1.—Charges 
that Joseph H. Choate of New York, 
former ambassador from the United 
States to Great Briain, has been 
guilty of the violation of the constitu- 
tion of the American Bar association 
in a failure to uphold the honor of the 
profession of the law, and a petition 
that he be expelled, were presented 
to the American Bar association and 
referred to the committee on griev- 
ances. 

These charges were filed by James 
R. Watts of New York, through his 
attorney, George W. Chamlee of this 
city, a member of the Bar association. 
The charges allege neglect, deceit and 
failure to protect a client’s property 
rights, entailing a loss of between 
$500,000 and $1,000,000." Choate 1s 
also accused of violating professional 
confidence and to have wrongfully 
used money. 


DOCTORS ISOLATE 
LEPROSY GERMS 


Sclence Finally Finds a Way 
to Produce Vaccine 


Washington, Aug. 31.—Leprosy is 
making what is believed to be its last 
stand against science. From Molokai, 
the island prison for the plague 
stricken in the Hawaiian group, word 
has reached Washington of the 
achievement accounted second only to 
the discovery of the lepra bacillus by 
Professor Hansen in 1879. 

Three surgeons of the United States 
public health and marine hospital 
service, after months of unremitting 
toil, have grown lepra bacilli in pure 
culture outside the human body. In 
tiny thin glass tubes in the laboratory 
the loathsome germs are now growing 
in their third generation. 

This achievement of the scientists is 
the first step in the production of a 
vaccine or a serum for the cure or 
prevention of leprosy. It is hoped @ 
leprosin to detect the disease in its 
early stages may be found, 


NEW HAMPSHIRE SHAKEN 


Shock Causes Much Excitement, but 
No Damage is Reported 
Newport, N. H., Aug. 31.—An 
earth shock caused considerable ex- 
citement in this section of New Hamp- 
shire Tuesday, but did no damage.

New York, Aug. 28.—Justice Put- 
nam in the state supreme court in 
Brooklyn sustained the board of health 
in its refusal to issue burial permits 
on death certificates signed by osteo- 
paths. 

The court held that osteopaths, 
while their practice might be of a 
grade just as high as that of regular 
practitioners, were not qualified by 
their studies to determine the cause of 
death.

Indignation of Press and Public 

Aroused by Fact That No Attempt 

Has Been Made to Arrest Any Of- 

ficial Connected With Biddeford’s 


Failed Institution—Ingersoll Will Be 
Closely Watched in the Future 


Biddeford, Me., Aug. 31.—Rich- 
mond H. Ingersoll, deposed treas- 
urer of the York County Savings bank, 
who almost simultaneously with the 
announcement that the bank shortage 
would reach $300,000 attempted to 
take his own life by cutting his throat, 
is under close surveillance. : 

He will be kept so until the bank ex- 
amination is completed and the offi- 
cials have decided on the course which 
they are to pursue in the case. 

For the present, members of a 
fraternal order in which Ingersoll held 
high office will act as watchers, a 
man being kept constantly at the 
bedside. 

Although Ingersoll is still in a very 
weak condition from loss of blood his 
physician is satisfied that he will re- 
cover with proper care. It is de- 
clared that the man is a_ mental 
wreck. 

The fact that snaekeal has not been 
placed under arrest and that at no 
time since his first attempt to commit 
suicide has there been any attempt to 
make an arrest of Ingersoll or any oth- 
er official connected with the ggnk, 
has aroused the indignation of the 
people. 

Now that Ingersoll has been allowed 
to wander about the house, attempt- 
ing suicide for a second time in the 
basement of his home, the act being 
performed with a dull razor, the press 
and the people are criticizing most se- 
verely the authorities that allow such 
conditions to exist. 

Three weeks ago, when the defalca - 
tion was discovered, authorities who 
went to his home and found him.lying 
on his sofa unconscious from the ef- 
fects of a big dose of morphine. In- 
gersoll has been sick since that time. 

It is understood that Ingersoll has 
been without a keeper most of the 
time since his first attempt to com- 
mit suicide. The opinion is now ex- 
pressed that if he had not made this 
second attempt to end his Mfe many 
would have believed his statement in 
the note left in his desk, and. after- 
ward reiterated to the bank officers 
who called upon him, that the deficit 
was due to poor investments for the 
bank. 

Bank Examiner Skelton, who is 
conducting the investigation into the 
affairs of the closed bank, says that 
he expects to have another supple- 
mentary statement ready within a 
few days, and that later, when his 
work is finished and he and the offi- 
clals know just how matters stand, 
a full statement telling just when the 
shortage in the bank funds started 
and how it was covered up by the 
treasurer and other matters which 
have puzzled the depositors from the 
first will be discussed.

Boston, Sept. 1.—The report of the 
committee of the house of representa- 
tives appointed to look into the death 
of John Newman, the Cambridge boy 
said to have committed suicide at 
the Lyman school at Westboro, but 
who, his parents claimed, was beaten 
to death, is made public, the com- 

mittee reporting in. brief: 

That John Newman committed sui- 
cide and nobody else was to blame.

The Boston & Eastern Railway Case 


Notwithstanding the fact that it is 
an unpopular move at the present 
time for one to be in opposition to 
anything that is aimed at existing 
corporations, the writer has emphat- 
ically protested against the construc- 
tion of another railroad from Boston 
to the North Shore. He has done 
this because he has not believed that 
that was the means which should be 
taken to improve the service in that 
locality.. Hence it was with a deal 
of satisfaction that the report of the 
Railroad Commissioners was read, 
in which a majority of that Board 
refused to grant the necessary power 
for this new scheme to get under 
way. 

As we have said before, the whole 
theory under which public service 
corporations are directed in Massa- 
chusetts is that they shall furnish all 
necessary service at reasonable prices. 
If they fail to furnish such service, 
then the power is given to the Rail- 
road Commissioners to call upon 
them to do what, in their opinion, 
they believe the public has a right 
to demand. To be sure, the Commis- 
sioners may not compel an obedience 
to this request, but no railroad cor- 
poration has ever yet refused to obey 
their suggestions. Hence the exist- 
ing law in its effects cannot be 
charged with failure to secure results, 

So far as we can learn, complaints 
of bad service between Boston and 
Beverly have been few and far be- 
tween. So far as we can learn, no 
orders of the Railroad Commission- 
ers have ever been issued that would 
indicate that the present companies 
serving this territory have not been 
ready and willing to develop their 
service as conditions have required. 
Serving this territory at the present 
time there are three railroads: Bos- 
ton & Maine, standard gauge rail- 
road; Boston & Northern, street rail- 
way; Boston, Revere Beach & Lynn, 
narrow gauge. railway. These three 
services combined, make up more 
facilities for the number. of people 
who are to be considered than are 
furnished to any other ¢erritory of 
like population in the Common- 
wealth. No one of the three sys- 
tems is yet pushed to its capacity to 
give the service that may be re- 
quired. One of them is notably re- 
stricted in its service, the Boston, 
Revere Beach & Lynn Railroad. It 
carries no freight, it serves hardly 
anything more than a summer traffic. 
There is not lacking evidence that it 
would be glad of legislation that 
would give it the authority to ex- 
tend its facilities farther into Bos- 
ton and to a greater distance along 
the ‘North Shore. There is not lack- 
ing evidence that abundant local cap- 
ital could be secured to do this work, 
and we believe most emphatically 
that if there is to be any develop- 
ment of railroad facilities in this sec- 
tion, the Commissioners should give 
careful investigation to the possibil- 
ities of this narrow gauge road before 
it authorizes any new rights of way, 
any new taking of present profitable 
property, or any new construction 
by foreign capital. 

The theory in Massachusetts has 
worked out to the lower capitaliza- 
tion, as compared to service ren- 
dered, of Massachusetts railroads 
and railways and to a higher effi- 
ciency because they have been prac- 
tically monopolies. But monopoly 
does not exist in this particular ter- 
ritory, wise as that is in public ser- 
vice if properly regulated. There is 
actual competition here of long 
standing, and under regulation and 
with this competition, we believe the 
position of the majority members of 
the Railroad Commission is sound in 
refusing to grant the authority for 
these new railroad promoters to add 
by just that much, a further burden 
upon the travelling public in this sec- 
tion of the state, 


A Sensible Report 


The report of the legislative com- 
mittee on the conduct of the Lyman 
Schoo, is an interesting contribution 
to the discussion that is going on as 
to the best method of controlling 
wayward boys and girls, It is a well- 
written document, carefully consid- 
ered and a eredit to the committee 
that formulated it, and that gave 
consideration to the very trying 
case which led to their investigation. 

With one dissenter, the committee 
approves, among other suggestions, 
the continuation of corporal punish- 
ment. The comments of the com- 
mittee on this particular phase of 
their problem are so interesting that 
they deserve wide reading. The 
committee says: 


“The subject of corporal punishment 
of children by those charged with their 
care has been given deep study, not only 
by those engaged in conducting reform- 
atory schools, but by many authorities re- 
sponsible for the education and training 
of children in the public schools, Re- 
cently a Boston school board made par- 
ticular investigation of the subject, and 
still is in favor of corporal punishment. 
In the common law, from time immemo- 
tial, it has been permitted to parents, 
guardians and those otherwise entrusted 
with the care of children and charged 
with the responsibility of their training 
to use corporal punishment within sound 
and reasonable limits, 

“It should be remembered that the ave- 
rage boy sent to the school is one whom 
the home cannot manage, the church in- 
fluence nor the publi¢ schools control. 
He is a boy who has shown a lack of ap- 
preciation for social conventions and re- 
straints, and, unless he can be taught 
the necessity for obedience to proper au- 
thority, his reformation is well-nigh im- 
possible, To deny the officials of the 
Lyman school the right to use corporal

How Andover Must Develop 


All around us the different muni- 
cipalities are growing and develop- 
ing. There are those who believe 
that Andover is standing still, but 
it is quite fitting to call attention to 
a phase of this “standing still,” that 
our residents have reason to rejoice 
over. True it is that Andover is 
not having any great tracts of land 
plotted out to be sold on the “dollar 
down and dollar a week” basis. True 
it is that her development goes on 
slowly and almost unseen by those 
of us who are in the midst of the 
present day activities. But the 
stranger who comes to town after 
an absence of a few years notes a 
Here 
in the centre, the business buildings 
are developing a great deal, the con- 
struction of the new Barnard block 
marking one more step in advance, 
In the suburbs and residential sec- 
tions, houses are added one by one, 
without very much note on the part 
of the neighbors, but to an extent 
that leads the occasional visitor to 
mark steady and constant progress. 

This is the way in which Andover 
wants to develop. The desirable res- 
ident does not want a 1oxi2 house 
lot, or a 7x9 residence, He wants a 
large area and he wants the attract- 
ive house, and he will secure the 
large area and the attractive house 
only where similar areas and similar 
houses are constructed. Andover 
must be from its very nature the 
home of the well-to-do and middle 
class of people, if it is to keep up 
its distinctive qualities that have 
made of it such a desirable place for 
residence. We do not mean by this 
that its people have any right to 
pride themselves on better birth and 


better conditions than their neigh- 


bors. We simply mean that as An- 
dover has developed through the 
better class of houses and larger area 
o. house lots, so it would better con- 
tinue to develop. ‘ 

This week one of the town’s most 
attractive locations in Scotland Dis- 
trict is being opened up by a recent 
urchaser who intends to sell large 
Douat lots for restricted house build- 
ing. The owner of this property is 
clear-headed, and he has appreciated 
at once, with very little investigation, 
the kind of development that Ando- 
ver has had and ought to continue 
to have, and though he comes from 
a neighboring town his knowledge of 
conditions leads him to readily get 
into line’with the policy that we have 
so long pursued and that he believes 
the town should continue to follow. 

We don’t know what the new cen- 
sus may bring to Andover. It may 
even show a lessening of its popula- 
tion, although we feel very sure that 
it will show a normal increase, but 
whatever it is, it should have no ef- 
fect upon those. who live here today, 
who ‘rejoice in all that is behind our 
splendid town, and who are ready to 
stand together to keep it in its pres- 
ent. position. 


Material for Our Highways 


The difficulty that is being experi- 
enced by the Highway Department 
in securing stone for the construc- 
tion of the roadway on Andover Hill, 
calls attention again to what we have 
referred to séveral times, the need 
of some better source of supply for 
macadam road material than Ante: 
ver now possesses. We have be- 
lieved that this source of supply 
should be the source relied upon by 
many other municipalities in the 
shape of the existing companies who 
make a business of crushing rock. 
Few ledges furnish the right kind of 
material for this work. Andover is 
fortunate in having a fair quality of 
stone in her fields and pastures, but 
it is not of the best, and is often se- 
cured at considerable expense. 

We believe at the present time that 
the Superintendent of Streets is put- 
ting rock upon the new construction 
on. the Hill at an excessive cost. 
Teams are scouring the hill for 
stones, and the delay that is occa- 
sioned because of this uncertain sup- 
ply must make the work necessar- 
ily expensive. It is not a fair test 
to take a single day when things are 
running smoothly and make it the 
basis for the average cost, nor is it 
a fair test to take the same kind of 
conditions and apply them to the cost 
per yard of constructing highway. 
The fair test is the entire expense 
apportioned to the entire product of 
the year, and one does not need to 
be an expert to be convinced that 
it is not a satisfactory result that 
Andover is securing. 

It is to be sincerely hoped that 
not only the Superintendent of 
Streets but others in authority will 
be in a position to put this matter 
clearly and logically before the town 
at an early date, so.that it may un- 
derstand what is needed, if it is to 
build its highways permanently, and 
at the least cost. j

had the old lantern seen any service 
since 1860. The night before elec- 
tion an Essex county parade was 
held here, and with my lantern trim- 
med and burning, I went the rounds 
with the Peabody companies. 
_ It\is ‘an grr relic of that 
most bsg political campaign, and 
sides. up well with an old flint lock 
musket that I keep with it and use 
as an objéct lesson to my twentieth 
century pupils, 

There ought to be many of them 
hidden among the accumulations of 
a half-century, Dig ’em out for the 
campaign of 1912.

How to Kill Flies 


Just at this season it is well to re- 
member that many diseases are 
spread by the common house-fly, for 
instance, typhoid fever, consump- 
tion, dysentery, and many of the dis- 
eases of children, 

The following rules, published by 
the Fly-Fighting Committee of the 
American Civil association of Wash- 
ington may be useful, : 

“The house-fly breeds in_ horse- 
manure, kitchen offal, and the like. 
Dispose of these in such a way that 
the fly cannot propagate. 

“Screen all windows and doors 
and insist that your grocer, butcher, 
baker, and everyone from whom you 
buy food-stuffs does the same, 

“There is more health in a well- 
screened house than in many a doc- 
tor’s visit. 

“After you have cleaned up your 
own premises inspect the neighbor- 
hood for fly-breeding places. Call 
the attention of the owner to them 
and if he does not remove them, com- 
plain to the board of health. 

“Not less than 95 per cent of the 
pests are bred in the stable. 

“All stables should have a manure- 
bin with a door at the side and a wire 
screen on the top, that the larva de- 
posited in the manure before it was 
placed in the bin will be screened 
when hatched, and-as flies seek light 
and come to the top of the bin they 
can be easily killed by burning paper 
or some other device. 

“The fly has a thirst equalled only 
by his hunger; place a dish of poison- 
ed water in the stable and a greater 
part of the flies hatched there will 
be killed. 

“Wherever absolute cleanliness 
prevails there will be no flies. Look 
after the garbage cans. See that they 
are cleaned, sprinkled with lime or 
kerosene oil, and closely covered. 

“Remove all manure from stables 
every three or four days, and when 
removed keep in a tight pit or vault, 
so flies cannot breed in it. Lye, chlo- 
tide of lime, or blue vitriol water, 
crude carbolic acid, or any kind of 
disinfectant may be used, 

“To clear rooms of flies carbolic 
acid may be used as follows: Heat 
a shovel or any similar article and 
drop thereon twenty drops of car- 
bolic acid. The vapor kills the flies. 

“A cheap and perfectly reliable fly- 
poison, one which is not dangerous 
to human life, is bichromate of pot- 
ash in solution. 
which can be bought at any drug- 
store, in two ounces of water, and. 
add a little sugar. Put some of this 
solution in shallow dishes, and dis- 
tribute them about the house. 

“A spoonful of formalin or formal- 
dehyde in water, put into a. quarter 
of a pint of water and exposed in the 
room will be enough to kill all the 
flies. 

“To quickly clear the room where 
there are flies, burn pyrethum powder 
in the room, This. stupefies the flies 
and they may be swept up and 
burned. 

“If there are flies in the dining- 
room of your hotel, restaurant, or 
boarding-house, complain to the pro- 
prietor -that the premises are not 
clean.” °

McDOUGALL’S MUSINGS 


“A Plague on Both Your Houses” 


President Taft and ex-President 
Roosevelt are good and big men; 
but it is time to tell them that they 
are not the only pebbles on the 
beach, Ce 

Let me say that in my opinion Mr. 
Roosevelt has not had two terms of 
office. He has only been once elect- 
ed president and once vice-president. 
If he wants the highest place again 
it is open to him if the people elect 
him, : 

This scheming for office either by 
Mr...Taft or by .Mr. Roosevelt, and 
getting their machine and henchmen 
in order, is not “pretty small poli- 
tics,” but ugly big politics. 5 

We are far too much in the habit 
of thinking that the president rules 
the country. He is not ‘elected to 
rule the country, and this paltry way 
of getting the president to do the 
dirty work of Congress and Senate 
is not compatible with the dignity 
of his office. : 

I may be wrong, but I think the 
president should never make a po- 
litical stump speech or get into a 
wrangle with Tom, Dick or Harry. 
He should confine himself to play- 
ing golf, and either accept or veto 
bills passed by men chosen by the 
people. What.Mr. Roosevelt means 
by going to fourteen states and de- 
livering fourteen big |speeches and 
forty-three little speeches is a mys- 
tery to me. Are the.electors of these 
fourteen states ignorant and require 
information as to how they should 
vote this fall, or is it a circus parade 
letting them see the chief performer 
for the 1912 hippodrome? ; 

There. ate scores of good. men_ in 
this big country, Republicans and 
Democrats, that are capable of fill- 


PSALM XXXIII 


Thus far in our studies, viewing the 
Psalmist as a pilgrim, bound for the 
Celestial City, we have seen him in 
various situations, of joy and sorrow, 
of hope and fear; in the “Slough of 
Despond,” at the wicket gate, toiling 
up the “Hill Difficulty,” resting at 
the “House beautiful,” going down 
into the “Valley of Humiliation,” 
fighting with “Apolion” imprisoned 
by. “Giant Despair;” but here in this 
33rd Psalm he is on the “Delectable 
Mountains.” The sky is cloudless. 
All traces of sin and sorrow are out 
of sight. He breathes celestial air, 
and through the transparent atmos- 
phere, with the telescope of faith, he 
catches some glimpses of the golden 
gates. And now he invites us to 
join him in a song of praise. 

Exult ye righteous in Jehovah. 
Give thanks to him with harp and 
lyre. Play skilfully with a loud 
noise. For praise is comely for the 
righteous. Sing to him a new song. 
(We meet the “new song” again in 
Revelation 5:9, 14:3, 15:3. The song 
of Moses and the Lamb. And none 
could sing that song but those that 
were redeemed from the earth, out 
of every kindred and tongue and peo- 
ple and nation, And they shall reign 
on the earth.) 

This Psalm falls into three unequal 
parts. The first three and last three 
verses form the prelude, a call to 
worship, and the close a thankful 
commitment to Jehovah’s care. The 
body of the Psalm, 4-19, celebrates 
the creative and providential care of 
God, and his sovereign control over 
all that he has made, especially his 
kindness to his chosen people. All 
experiences are forgotten 
lost in adoring admiration of the 
glory of. God. 

Let us attend to the reasons given 
for thanksgiving and: praise. God 
must. be worshipped because He is. 
His existence is the primal fact—the 
beginning, the basis of all being. In 
Him we live and move and are. 

He must be praised for what he is. 
Praise him for his excellent great- 
ness. This is here summed up in 


his word and work, (vy. 4). The 
word of the Lord is right, and his 
work is truth, fidelity. ath he said, 
and shall he not do? Hath he 


spoken and shall he not make good? 

He must be praised for his good- 
ness (v. 5). The whole earth is full 
of the goodness of the Lord. He 
feeds the birds and clothes the lilies, 
Not a sparrow falleth to the ground 
without our Father. 

God is to be praised for his power, 
which is infinite. V. 6, By the word 
of Jehovah the heavens were made, 
and all the host of them by the 
breath of his mouth. (See Amos 4:13, 
5:8, 9:6, each ending with “Jehovah 
is his name”). The ease with which 
He accomplishes stupendous results, 
a mere word, only a breath, to create 
the firmament of stars! Who shall 
dare to set himself against the will 
of God. Let the wicked tremble and 
those who seek to do his will rejoice 
with solemn awe. Vs. 8, 9, Let all 
the earth fear Jehovah. Let all the 
inhabitants of the world be awe- 
struck, For he spoke and it was 
done. He commanded and it stood 
forth. 

It is. worthy of notice that the 
terms “word” and “breath” here used 
are elsewhere given as names of our 
Saviour, and of the Holy Spirit, both 
in Hebrew and Greek Gen. 1:2, The 
spirit (ruah) of God moved upon the 
fall of the waters. Job 33:4, The 
ruah of God made me and the ruah 
(spirit or breath) of the Almighty 
giveth me life. John 1:1, In the be- 
ginning was the word, logos, and 
the logos was God. All things were 
made by him, and without him was 
not anything made. He is before all 
things and by him all things consist. 
Col 1377. 

A word has two uses. (1) To con- 
vey thought or command or feeling. 
(2) To reveal or make known him 
who speaks, as Socrates said. to a 
stranger, “Speak, that I may know 
thee.” Christ, the Logos, “the word 
of God,” declares the divine will; ex- 
ecutes the. divine. purpose, in crea- 
tion and redemption. He also re- 
veals God. Philip said to Jesus, Show 
us the Father. Jesus replied, “He 
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ing the highest office in the land with 
dignity and courtesy—although we 
do not train our best men to be sen- 
ators and presidents as they do in 
England, Every English boy is 
brought up to feel that it is an honor 
to be a member of the House of 
Commons; whether rich or poor, the 
son of an earl or the son of a peas- 
ant, he is trained to feel that he has 
a duty to perform for his. country. 
A British subject never thinks that 
politics is a mean, dirty business, 
and never, supposes that there is 
graft, cheatery or money in politics. 
There may be graft and lobbyism in 
England, but no ordinary sane per- 
son believes that his country is ruled 
by schemers and swindlers. 
Here, every politician is looked 
upon as a self-seeking, low kind of a 
person, and until we put the best 
men in the cotintry into office this 
innerent suspicion of our legislators 
by the ordinary elector will remain. 
The above statement may seem to 
be overdrawn. But just hear the 
common people speak about our law- 
makers, and it may be a pity that 
their speech is so one-sided, yet true 
it is and verity that their conception 
of politics means fraud and decep- 
tion, from street sweeping up to the 
White House. Rich men’s sons are 
told not to touch politics if they wish 
to have clean hands, while, as I said, 
every rich or titled Englishman 
thinks that being a member: of the 
Hotse of Commons is a high honor 
conferred on him. : 
Again let me insist on thé foolish- 
ness of the president of this great 
country trying to feather his nest for 
another term of office. Let the office 
seek the man, and not the man the 


office.

Here lies the contrast between the 
Old Testament and the New.

V. 10, He bringeth to naught the 
counsels of the nations. He makes 
of no effect the plans of the peoples. 
He doeth his pleasure in the armies 
of heaven and among the inhabit- 
ants of the earth, and there is none 
can stay his hand. He turns to ac- 
count the wickedness of man and 
what is left he restrains.  Satan’s 
most signal and decisive defeat was 
his triumph over Jesus on the cross. 

V. 11, The counsel of Jehovah 
standeth forever; the plans of his 
mind to all generations, All things 
march on toward that one far off 
divine event toward which the whole 
creation moves, 

Eternity with all its years 

Stands present to thy view. 

To thee there’s nothing old appears, 

Great God, there’s nothing new. 


Our lives through various scenes are 
drawn, 

And vexed with trifling cares. 
While thy eternal thoughts move on,

V. 13, Jehovah looks down from 
heaven. From the place of his hab- 
itation he beholds all the inhabitants 
of the earth, V. 15, Even he who 
formed the hearts of all who con- 
sidereth all their works. 

The omnipresence and omniscience 
of God baffles our thought; extend- 
ing alike to past and future, to ac- 
tual and possible, to the minutest 
and most magnificent, from “the 
hairs of your head” which are num- 
bered, to the firmament of stars, But 
it may be appreciated and valued as 
embracing all our own personal joys 
and griefs and_ necessities, For 
(V. 18) The eye of Jehovah is upon 
tnem that fear him, to all that hope 
in his mercy.

The vessel is ashore on Mud island 
and will probably be’ a total loss, as 
she has a large hole near her bow and 
is somewhat chafed.

BREAKS AMERICAN 
OVER-WATER RECORD 


Curtiss Sails Sity Miles In 
Airship Over Lake Erie 


Cleveland, Sept. 1.—Glenn H. 
Curtiss established a new record for 
over-water flying by traveling over 
Lake Erie from Euclid Beach, nine 
miles east of this city, to Cedar Point, 
O., approximately sixty miles dis- 
tant. 

The announced time consumed in 
the passage was one hour and eight- 
een minutes. The aviator’s own esti- 
mate of the time was one hour and 
nineteen minutes. 

His average time was forty-five 
miles an hour, although one stretch 
of twenty- miles was covered at a rate 
of a mile a minute. 

Curtis used the eight-cylinder fif- 
ty horsepower biplane of his own con- 
struction in which he made his recent 
flight down the Hudson river from 
Albany to New York.

Lawrence, Mass., Aug. 30.—John 


°T. Cahill, a Lawrence physician, was 


last night elected mayor to fill the un- 
expired term caused by the resigna- 
tion of William P. White, who is 
serving a three-year term in the Law- 
rence jail for conspiracy to bribe last 
year’s government. 

The election was held in the coun- 
cilmanic chamber of the city hall-and 
not more than fifty spectators inter- 
ested themselves enough in the mat- 
ter to attend and see the balloting.

Celery Growing 


In its crop report for August, just 
out, the State Board of Agriculture 
includes an article on “Celery grow- 
ing, storing and marketing,” by Mr. 
H, M. Howard of West Newton. Mr. 
Howard is a graduate of the Massa- 
chusetts Agricultural College, a 
member of the Board of Agriculture, 
one of the most successful of the 
younger market-gardeners of the dis- 
trict around Boston, and has. had a 
considerable experience in growing 
celery. He is therefore especially 
well qualified to advise as to this 
crop, and the article is full of practi- 
cal instruction. The report can be 
obtained by application to J. Lewis 
Ellsworth, Sec. State Board of Agri- 
culture, State House, Boston, and 
those requesting it will be placed on 
the mailing list to receive these pub- 
lications regularly, 

In the article Mr. Howard pro- 
ceeds to discuss in detail the kinds 
of soils on which célery will best 
succeed for special purposes and spe- 
cial times of harvest. This is fol- 
lowed by instruction as to varieties, 
ways of growing the plants, time of 
sowing, ,transplanting, preparation of 
the seed bed, and how to bring along 
slow growing plants more rapidly 
and check those which are found to 
be growing too fast. The prepara- 
tion of the land for the crop is then 
taken up, the amount of manure to 
be applied being given special em- 
phasis. Methods of planting and 
proper distances to plant are given in 
detail. Harvesting and storing is the 
next process to be taken up, and the 
construction of celery pits, the plac- 
ing .of the crop in them, both for 
early and late market, and the man- 
agement of the pits, both as to tem- 
perature and ventilation are carefully 
discussed, 

The report also contains a list of 
the publications of the Board of Ag- 
riculture, which it now has for dis- 
tribution, any of which can be ob- 
tained by applying to the address 
given above.
